A RESOLUTION To recognize Wendy LeQuire on receiving the
Girl Scout Gold Award.

WHEREAS, In addition to these seven recognitions, she must plan and carry out a Girl

Scout Gold Award project, which requires at least 50 hours of work; and

WHEREAS, Gold Award recipients are eligible for special college scholarships, are

recognized by the United States government, and have preferred status when applying for jobs

with many prospective employers; and

WHEREAS, For her Gold Award project, Wendy created a brochure containing

information on Tennessee's natural symbols that Keep Blount Beautiful will distribute throughout
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the community and to visitors; this exceptional brochure will help to make people aware of the

natural beauty that exists in Tennessee; and

WHEREAS, The daughter of Deana and Craig LeQuire, Wendy is a student at Maryville

High School, where she has demonstrated considerable ability as a leader among her peers;

and

WHEREAS, A junior honors student, Wendy is an accomplished scholar and softball

player and has participated in many Fellowship of Christian Athletes activities and Key Club

events; and

WHEREAS, In 1998, Wendy was selected by the national Christian publication Brio to

be a participant in an international mission trip to Brazil, where she ministered to people through

drama performances; and

WHEREAS, Since her trip, Wendy has sponsored a Brazilian boy with monthly

contributions, which enable him to receive education and other necessities; she hopes to

participate in another mission trip this summer in Ecuador; and
